Violence blip persists

A stabbing over the week¬ 
end continued the “blip” 
of violence from last 
week. 

In the last two weeks 
there were three shootings 
in HRM — including a mur¬ 
der — and a stabbing. Then 
early Saturday morning, a 
41-year-old man was 
stabbed at Terry’s Place bar 
on Sackville Drive. 

It appears an off-duty 
doorman noticed two men 
who were in the bar earlier 
lurking in the parking lot. 
He asked them to leave and 


that’s when the two men 
started swinging. The vic¬ 
tim was stabbed in the fore¬ 
head and the back. He was 
taken to the hospital with 
non-life-threatening in¬ 
juries. The suspects ran off. 

Mayor Peter Kelly, who 
launched his roundtable on 
violence in 2006, respond¬ 
ed to last week’s shootings: 
Terry Marriott Jr., 34, was 
shot and killed Feb. 20, and 
a 27-year-old man shot in 
the arm during a home in¬ 
vasion two days later. A 22- 
year-old victim, identified 
by people at the scene as 
Ryan Jessop, was shot in 
the chest Feb. 24. 

Then Feb. 25, a 15-year- 


old boy was stabbed in the 
chest in Armdale. 

“It’s a bit of a blip and we 
know these irresponsible 
individuals who feel the 
need to go out and shoot 
and stab have their own 
agenda. They have to un¬ 
derstand it is not the agen¬ 
da of the general public 
and they don’t want this to 
be going on in their com¬ 
munities,” Kelly said. 
“We’ll deal with them to 


the full extent of the law 
with all the resources avail¬ 
able.” 

He said he also has hope 
for new legislation tabled 
in Parliament last week 
that would make gang 
killings first-degree mur¬ 
ders with an automatic life 
sentence. 

“Hopefully they can be 
utilized not only out west, 
but here and elsewhere in 
the country,” Kelly said.

Federal Liberal Leader 
Michael Ignatieff was in 
Halifax yesterday to 
declare early child 
learning as “the most im¬ 
portant social priority of 
an incoming Liberal 
government.” 

Ignatieff and Dart- 
mouth-Cole Harbour MP 
Michael Savage met with 
child-care advocates at Pe¬ 
ter Green Hall Children’s 
Centre to discuss a na¬ 
tional child-care program. 

“It’s the most important 
thing we can do for Cana¬ 
dian children,” Ignatieff 
said. 

“I think Canadians are 
generous and compassion¬ 
ate people. And they un¬ 
derstand when we stand 
equally, when we give 
everybody an equal start, 
we do better as a country.” 

Ignatieff said a national 
early learning and child¬ 
care strategy would be a 
stimulus to social infra¬ 
structure. He said the pro¬ 
gram would take a “sub-

stantial investment,” but 
Liberals would build the 
spaces and pay for the op¬ 


erating costs.

Everybody is say¬ 
ing in the field that this 
does not buy quality child 
care.” 

Ignatieff was also in 
town for the Nova Scotia 
Liberal Party’s Annual Gen¬ 
eral Meeting. At the meet¬ 
ing, he announced he 
would reverse a decision 
by his predecessor 
Stephane Dion not to run a 
candidate against Green 
party Leader Elizabeth 
May. May finished second 
in the last election to De¬ 
fence Minister Peter 
MacKay in the Central No¬ 
va riding. Ignatieff said 
the Liberals will run a 
candidate in that riding in 
the next election. 

“I’m honoured to run a 
national party. And a na¬ 
tional party runs 308 can¬ 
didates in every riding in 
the country without ex¬ 
ception,” he said. 

When asked by reporters 
if that meant the Liberals 
were not a national party 
in the last election, Ignati¬ 
eff said he wasn’t going to 
go backwards, but was in¬ 
stead looking forward to 
next time.

Scientists make gains in cell research 


science Researchers from 
Canada and Britain said 
yesterday they had found a 
safer way to transform or¬ 
dinary skin cells into pow¬ 
erful stem cells in a move 
that could eventually re¬ 
move the need to use hu¬ 
man embryos. 

It is the first time that 
scientists have turned skin 
cells into induced pluripo- 
tent stem cells or iPS cells 
— which look and act like 
embryonic stem cells — 
without having to use 
viruses in the process. 

The new method also al¬ 
lows for genes that are in¬ 
serted to trigger cell repro¬ 
gramming to be removed 
afterwards. Stem cells are 
the body’s master cells, 
producing all the body’s 
tissues and organs, reuters

services In a recession, 
there are lots of differences 
people will notice. But the 
effect of changing econom¬ 
ic times on a city’s recycling 
program is not one of them. 

But while residents won’t 
see a change to recycling 
programs, cities across 
Canada will notice a differ¬ 
ence, said Albert Shamess, 
director of solid waste serv¬ 
ices for the City of Ottawa. 

“The issue for us and for 
all cities is the reduction in 
revenue for recyclables,” 


Shamess said. 

Ottawa collects recyclable 
materials with proceeds to 
go towards running the re¬ 
cycling program. During a 
recession, these items go 
for less money on a world¬ 
wide market, Shamess said. 

In Toronto, the city’s 
monthly recycling revenue 
for the sale or curbside ma¬ 
terials is about $1 million to 
date in 2009. In 2007 and 
2008, the monthly revenue 
was roughly $2 million. 

Chris Underwood, a solid 
waste management engi¬ 
neer with the City of Van¬ 
couver, said he’s also see¬ 
ing a drop in revenue. 

“Based on what I know 
about the economy, the 
outlook doesn’t look very 
good for the rest of the 
year but it’s unknown.”

At least 80 dead after uprising in Bangladesh 


Special tribunals will try 
Bangladeshi paramilitary 
mutineers who killed at 
least 80 people, mostly 
army officers, in an upris¬ 
ing last week, government 
and military officials said 
yesterday. 

More than 70 potential 
victims are still missing af¬ 
ter the mutiny by mem¬ 
bers of the Bangladesh Ri¬ 
fles (BDR) border guards, 
which broke out on 
Wednesday, officials said. 

The bodies of officers, 
and some family members, 
have been found in mass 
graves within the BDR 
compound in Dhaka and 
in sewers and canals. The

mutiny, over pay and com¬ 
mand structure, spread to 
about a dozen smaller 
towns across Bangladesh. 

Witnesses said about 
1,000 BDR troops who had 
fled their headquarters af¬ 
ter the two-day mutiny had 
returned and were having 
their identities checked. 


But thousands remain at 
large, police said. 

Prime Minister Sheikh 
Hasina told parliament 
yesterday she had ordered 
police, the army and the 
elite Rapid Action Battal¬ 
ion to fan out across the 
country to capture muti¬ 
neers, and seize any 
weapons they had. 

Police said they had 
identified up to 1,000 BDR 
members as suspects, and 
some could be charged 
with murder. 

“We will punish the 
killers and their mentors 
after a proper investiga¬ 
tion and fair trial,” Hasina 
said yesterday. reuters

Mexico's drug war spills to U.S. 


violence Authorities are

Execution-style murders,

served. 

Taking action, Washing¬ 
ton has stepped up its sup¬ 
port, pledging to give Mex¬ 
ico helicopters, surveil¬ 
lance aircraft, inspection 
equipment and police 
training under a $ 1.4-bil¬ 
lion US plan to beat the 
cartels.

What is sustainable trans¬ 
portation? 

Sustainable transporta¬ 
tion refers to active modes 
of travel such as cycling, 
walking, skateboarding and 
shared transport like tran¬ 
sit, carpooling and shuttles. 
The active modes have a 
number of benefits like im¬ 
proved fitness, economic 
savings and reducing harm¬ 
ful emissions. 

I am a year-round cyclist 
and find some routes better 
than others. Halifax Region¬ 
al Municipality (HRM) re¬ 
cently released a new bike 
map with potential routes 
and resources. Bilce-safety 


programs like CanBilce 
courses are offered to help 
cyclists build confidence 
and skills. 

Groups such as the Hali¬ 
fax Cycling Coalition and 
Bike Nova Scotia also pro¬ 
vide forums for discussing 
future programs and infra¬ 
structure needed to pro¬ 
mote cycling. 

Interested in walking? 
There are a number of walk¬ 
ing groups in the city. One 
that targets schools is called 
the Active & Safe Routes to 
School. 

In Nova Scotia, the Ecolo¬ 
gy Action Centre delivers a 
program that promotes the 
use of active transportation 
for the daily trip to school. 
The Heart and Stroke Foun¬ 
dation of Nova Scotia pro¬ 
motes the Walkabout pro¬ 


gram. Its website provides a 
number of resources includ¬ 
ing walking routes and 
blogs. One of the many rea¬ 
sons to walk — it is a stress 
reliever. 

Shared transport helps re¬ 
duce air quality and cli¬ 
mate-changing emissions as 
compared to single-person 
vehicle travel. 

In HRM, Metro Transit 
provides transit services 
and is, until March 6, con¬ 
ducting a survey asking for 
feedback. The municipality 
has also recently launched a 
web-based ride-matching 
service at hrmsmarttrip.ca. 
As well, a new Car Share 
business has been 
launched. Check it out at 
carsharehfx.ca. 

Shared transport is also 
an option in outlying areas, 


with service options includ¬ 
ing van shuttles like Green 
Rider, Acadian Bus lines, 
Airport Bus shuttle and Sun¬ 
shine Share-A-Cab. 

The Halifax Regional Air¬ 
port Authority has pro¬ 
duced a page of shuttle list¬ 
ings titled Airport Shuttle 
Bus Schedule at their web¬ 
site under Traveler Informa¬ 
tion and then Bus Service. 
These shuttles also connect 
the HRM directly to other 
Maritime destinations. 

Want to take the train? 
Via Rail provides train serv¬ 
ice to locations like New 
Brunswick and Quebec. 

There are many options 
to tiy out with regards to 
sustainable transportation. 
You might not be able to go 
whole hog, but every bit 
can help. It could also be a 
new adventure.

Success story with a twist 


health Cody was dying of 
lymphoma and would 
probably not have made it 
to his eighth birthday had 
his family not taken him 
to one of the only hospitals 
that offers the bone mar¬ 
row transplant he needed. 
Two weeks after being ad¬ 
mitted, Cody’s doctors say 
the procedure was a suc¬ 
cess. He is hopefully can¬ 
cer-free for the rest of his 
life. It’s a success story 
with a twist — Cody is a 
Golden Retriever. 

Dr. Steven Suter, an as¬ 
sistant professor of on¬ 
cology at the College of 
Veterinary Medicine at 
North Carolina State 
University, took a well 
established protocol 
for humans and ap¬ 
plied it to dogs. 

Suter says lym¬ 
phoma is one of the 
most common can¬ 
cers in dogs and 
while 

chemotherapy 


will extend a dog’s life for 
a couple of years, in the 
end 98 per cent of patients 
succumb to the cancer. 

His answer: Cure the dog 
using the same methods 
that would be applied to a 
human with lymphoma. 

The procedure involves a 
leulcophoresis machine, a 
system designed to harvest 
stem cells from the pa¬ 
tient’s blood, in conjuction 
with a drug therapy that 
helps extract stem cells 
from bone marrow. 

A bone marrow trans¬ 
plant for a dog costs 
$15,000. 

Suter explains 
that the cost is 
high because the 
drugs and proto¬ 
cols used are the 
same as in hu¬ 
mans, but he 
argues that com¬ 
pared to other op¬ 
tions, it may well 
be the best one.

The cost of using road salt

ate winter is a dirty 
time of year in Cana¬ 
da. The snow is 
dirty, the roads are 

_dirty and winter 

coats, boots and especially 
cars have a white film on 
them from the road salt. 

We have used a lot of it 
this winter to keep us safe 
while driving and walking. 
However, eventually much 
of the salt we have been 
dumping on the roads and 
sidewalks will be washed 
into waterways. Other salt 
that is entrained in snow¬ 
banks will end up in soil by 
the sides of roads. 

Salt in surface water can 
cause toxic effects to 
spawning or hatching fish, 
and can cause metals to be¬ 
come dissolved in water, 
which can have further 
toxic effects. Drinking wa¬ 
ter quality, whether from 
surface water or groundwa¬ 
ter, can also be impacted. 
Salt washed into soil does¬ 
n’t go anywhere and accu¬ 
mulates year after year, de¬ 
stroying soil structure and 
causing fewer plants to

grow in this soil and ero¬ 
sion to increase. 

Salt by the side of roads 
lures animals to these “salt 
licks,” which increases the 
likelihood that these ani¬ 
mals will be hit by a car. 

Now, don’t get us wrong: 
de-icing is necessary. A city 
can shut down for the odd 
severe snowstorm, but all 
activities cannot cease 
when we get a few centime¬ 
tres of snow. There are, 
however, de-icing alterna¬ 
tives that should be consid¬ 
ered for our roads. 


The most commonly 
used road salt is rock salt, 
or sodium chloride, which 
is also the chemical that 
forms table salt. Alterna¬ 
tives to sodium chloride in¬ 
clude magnesium chloride 
and calcium magnesium ac¬ 
etate. Magnesium chloride 
could cause less vegetation 
damage and less solubiliza¬ 
tion of metals in water 
than sodium chloride. It 
works at lower tempera¬ 
tures than rock salt and is 
commonly used in combi¬ 
nation with rock salt when 


it gets very cold. It is, how¬ 
ever, about seven times 
more expensive than rock 
salt. 

Calcium magnesium ac¬ 
etate has much fewer toxic 
effects than rock salt and is, 
to some extent, biodegrad¬ 
able. The calcium and mag¬ 
nesium would remain in 
soil but the acetate would 
degrade. Using this alterna¬ 
tive would avoid toxicity 
caused by chloride ions. It 
could be spread in much 
the same way as rock salt 
although because of its par- 


o tide size, it may be more 
likely to blow around. It 
does, however, take longer 
to melt ice than rock salt 
does and is roughly 20 
times more expensive. 

Various de-icing tech¬ 
niques can also reduce salt 
use. Anti-icing, or the pre¬ 
emptive spreading of salt 
before a snowfall, can re¬ 
sult in the requirement for 
less salt per unit of road 
surface. Pre-wetting the 
salt, i.e., spraying on the 
roads as a solution rather 
than as a powder also re¬ 
sults in the use of less salt. 
Sanding is another option, 
although it comes with its 
own set of environmental 
issues, and probably can’t 
be used as the sole de-icer 
without a severe impact to 
the way we travel in the 
winter. 

When it comes to keep¬ 
ing our roads safe in the 
winter without doing fur¬ 
ther harm to the environ¬ 
ment the truth must be 
faced. We are going to need 
to pay more for de-icing. 
The use of cheap rock salt 
is going to have to be drasti¬ 
cally reduced and one or 
more of these more expen¬ 
sive alternatives is going to 
have to be phased in. We 
cannot keep trading short¬ 
term cost for long-term 
cost.

Most dealers expect half-point reduction

Fourth-year guard 
Kelsey Hodgson had a sen¬ 
sational 36-point outing to 
propel her Cape Breton 
Capers to an 80-75 victory 
over the host Dalhousie 
Tigers in the AUS 
women’s basketball final 
yesterday afternoon at 
Dalplex. 

Hodgson’s performance 
was a continuation of one 
of the most dominating 
offensive seasons in con¬ 
ference history, and came 
in the face of heavy defen¬ 
sive pressure from fifth- 
year stalwarts Kelly Don¬ 
ald and Brianna Orr. 

“I knew teams were go¬ 
ing to come after me,” 
said Hodgson, a native of 
Fredericton, N.B., who led 
the nation with 25.8 
points per game and set 
the AUS’s single-season 
scoring record. 

“But it came down to 
my teammates. They got 
me the ball at the right 
times, right in my shoot¬ 
ing pocket.” 

The Capers broke open 
a 51-51 tie late in the third 
quarter by going on a 15-2 
run. Dal narrowed the gap 
to three points twice in 
the final minute, but 
Hodgson, the conference’s 
best free throw shooter, 
calmly went six-for-six 
from the stripe in the fi¬ 
nal 35.4 seconds to seal it 
for the Capers. 

“All those goofballs at 
the end, trying to get you 
off your shot... It felt real¬ 
ly good just to sink six and 
say, ‘Shut up,’ basically,” 


Hodgson said. “And we 
won it.” 

Dalhousie was hoping to 
win its first championship 
since 2001, the last time it 
hosted the tournament. 
The Capers, who have 
won three titles in the 
past six years, and the Me¬ 
morial Sea-Hawks, with 


five, have won every ban¬ 
ner since. 

The Tigers, who didn’t 
have the benefit of a quar¬ 
ter-final bye as the Capers 
did, received a 27-point, 
nine-assist, eight-steal 
showing from Jenna Kaye. 
Laurie Girdwood added 19 
points and 11 rebounds, 


while seniors Donald and 
Orr were tireless in their 
effort to slow the five-foot- 
10 Hodgson. 

“We didn’t come out as 
strong as we did (in Satur¬ 
day’s 23-point semifinal 
win over Memorial),” said 
Donald, named to the 
tournament all-star team 


along with Kaye. 

“We gave a good effort, 
it was just Cape Breton fi¬ 
nessed more, with scoring 
and rebounding.

Y ears ago, when 
Lynda Doyle was 
young and had re¬ 
cently learned to 
drive, she came to 
a red light that just would 
not change. It was late and 
there was no one around. 
She was tempted to drive 
through, but a gut feeling 
told her to wait. 

Suddenly, a car came fly¬ 
ing through the intersec¬ 
tion. If she’d ignored the 
light, it would have hit her. 
When the light did 
change, she followed her 
instincts again and turned.

“I’ve always been able to 
trust my sixth sense; my 
gut feeling, I was raised 
that way,” says Doyle, 
who’s now 51.

She pushed 
them aside. She got mar¬

worked as a funeral direc¬ 
tor and then went back to 
school to study sociology 
and criminology. 

Gradually, she allowed 
her intuition to come back 
into her life. She contin¬ 
ued studying — she did a 
masters in women’s stud¬ 
ies and spirituality and 
then a PhD in metaphysics 
— and starting doing spiri¬ 
tual counselling part time. 

Now, 30 years later, she’s 
an ordained spiritualist, 
Reiki master and medium. 
She speaks to large groups, 
runs courses (one’s called 
Psychic 101), and does pri¬ 
vate sessions either face-to- 
face, on the phone or via 
web cam.

Director Zack Snyder brings 
Watchmen to the big screen

Zack Snyder is no stranger 
to controversy. The slick, 
visionary director wet his 
beak in the medium of 
music videos before 
raising universal horror 
geek ire when he chose, as 
his first feature, a remake 
of the epic cult classic zom¬ 
bie film Dawn of the Dead. 

But he emerged from that 
experience relatively un¬ 
scathed — with his fresh, 
breathlessly-paced thriller 
being embraced by both 
mainstream critics and 
hardcore genre buffs alike. 


Now, after tackling 
graphic novel greatness 
with the thundering 300, 
Snyder is poised to unleash 
his most high stakes and 
potentially controversial 
effort yet: A gigantic — 
and mostly faithful — ren¬ 
dering of Alan Moore’s cel¬ 
ebrated anti-superhero al¬ 
legory Watchman 

Opening Friday, it’s a 
picture that at first ap¬ 
pears to be another comic 
book film but is, in reality, 
light years removed from 
Spider-Man. 

“I didn’t want to make a 
PG-13 version of a super¬ 
hero movie,” says Snyder, 
“I wanted it to go all the

way with violence, sex and 
fight scenes, in the oppo¬ 
site way than X Men or 
Fantastic Four would go. 

“This is a hard movie on 
every level, without ques¬ 
tion, and people who go in 
to the theatre expecting a 
film like X-Men are going 
to get punched in the 
face.” 

For more than 20 years, 
filmmakers of every per¬ 
suasion have attempted to 
bring Moore’s layered, 


complex and relentlessly 
nihilistic story of faded 
costume heroes and their 
varying levels of psychosis 
to the screen. But Snyder 
has used Moore’s revered 
source material to fully ex¬ 
pand his developing sense 
of visual-based cinema, 
sculpting some of the most 
dynamic and potent im¬ 
agery ever committed to 
pulp fiction filmmaking in 
the process. 

“I love tone and self-re- 


flection” Snyder says about 
his creative leanings. 
“That’s what I’m all about. 
Paul Verhoeven’s Robocop 
is one of my favorite 
movies because you can ei¬ 
ther interpret it as a movie 
about a robot policeman 
who kicks ass or as an anti¬ 
technology film about man 
losing touch with his place 
in the universe. 

“So it’s that kind of duel 
dynamic that I hope I’ve 
achieved with Watchmen.”

Twenty years ago when a 
big blockbuster movie 
came out, they made half- 
baked video game adapta¬ 
tions to promote its 
release.

INGREDIENTS FOR KOFTA: 

1 lb (500 g) lean ground 
lamb 

1 onion, finely chopped 
1 egg 

1/4 tsp (1 ml) ground 
cumin 

1/4 tsp (1 ml) ground cin¬ 
namon 

salt and freshly ground 
black pepper 
3 tsp (15 ml) olive oil 

INGREDIENTS FOR CUCUMBER 
YOGURT: 

2/3 cup (150 ml) Greelc- 
style yogourt 
3 tsp (15 ml) olive oil 
1/2 cucumber, coarsely 
grated 

1 garlic clove, crushed 
salt and freshly ground 
black pepper 

METHOD: 

1. Soak eight wooden 
skewers in cold water 30 
minutes. Alternatively, use 
metal skewers. 

2. Mix ground meat, 
onion, egg and spices in 
bowl. Add salt and pepper, 
then bind mixture togeth¬ 
er either in food processor 
or by kneading with 


hands. 

3. Divide mixture into six¬ 
teen equal portions, then 
roll into balls. Thread two 
meatballs onto each skew¬ 
er, leaving 3/4 in. (2 cm) 
between them. Lightly 
brush with oil. Preheat 
grill or broiler to 
moderate heat. 

4. For dip, blend yogourt 
with oil. Stir in cucumber, 
garlic and salt and pepper 
to season. Mix well and 
chill until ready to serve. 

5. Put skewers on grill or 
under broiler. If using 
broiler, ensure that meat¬ 
balls are about 4-3/4 in. (12 
cm) from heat, and watch 
the skewers carefully 
when cooking to avoid 
burning. Cook for about 
15 minutes, turning regu¬ 
larly, until golden. Serve 
with the yogourt dip.
